Before  I  begin  the  regular  column,  I  wish  to 
apologize  for  missing  the  last  issue.  Because  of 
confusion  on  my  part  alone  regarding  the  dead¬ 
line,  our  Secretary  never  received  the  copy  in 
time  for  publication.  I  promise  not  to  do  it  again..,. 

Q.  Several  readers  have  asked  if  the  St.  Paul  Mercantile  Co.,  St.  Paul,  III.  tokens  are 

coal  scrip  and  if  so,  what  coal  company  did  it  serve? 

A.  This  is  definitely  NOT  coal  scrip.  The  August  1976  issue  of  TAMS  contains  ar>  article 
explaining  the  use  of  this  scrip.  It  was  a  private  issue  used  primarily  in  the  farm  area  of 
St.  Paul  in  theearly  1900’s. 

Q.  A  Florida  reader  sent  a  rubbing  of  an  interesting  medal.  OBV.  The  Berwind-White 
Coal  Mining  Co.  50th  Anniversary.  REV.  Eureka  1886-1936,  Tiffany  &  Co.  (Mfg).  He 
would  like  to  know  if  this  is  a  common  find  and  he  would  also  like  to  know  if  this 
company  ever  issued  any  scrip. 

A.  I  do  not  believe  the  medal  can  be  described  as  common.  I  would  like  to  hear  from 

any  readers  familar  with  it.  In  this  manner  we  may  determine  its  scarcity.  It  is  almost 

certainly  a  Pennsylvania  medal  as  Berwind-White  operated  only  in  Pa.  according  to 
Dodrill.  And,  as  for  actual  tokens,  Dodrill  lists  none  and  I  have  never  seen  any.  Does 
anyone  have  a  Berwind-White  token  or  one  of  the  medals? 

Q.  The  same  Scriptor  would  like  to  know  if  anyone  can  identify  the  following  loken: 
HOFMEIER  &  DEEGANS,  GLEN  JEAN,  W.VA.,  2^,  Bronze,  Unk .  Mfg.  Is  it  coal? 

A.  I  am  unable  to  answer  this.  In  my  opinion  the  odd  2^6  value  would  indica’r  this 
to  be  a  merchant  token  similar  to  the  7^6  and  the  12^6  saloon  tokens  used  to  encourage 
the  purchase  of  a  25<:  drink.  The  2^<:  denomination  would  be  ideal  for  5$  and  10$ 
purchases.  However,  the  Deegan  surname  is  definitely  associated  with  coal  expecially 
in  Logan  County,  W.Va,  Can  any  reader  enlighten  us?

Q.  A  Morgantown  W.  Va.  Scriptor  wants  to  know  what  coal  company,  if  any,  was 
associated  with  The  CARAVASIO  Restaurant  of  Benwood,  W.Va. 

A.  This  is  a  question  that  I  have  wanted  to  ask  for  sometime.  Any  help  from  the, 
audience? 

Q.  I  have  always  wanted  to  know  for  certain  from  "how  many  of  the  50  states  is  there 
known  coal  scrip?" 

A.  I  have  my  own  figures  but  I  would  like  to  hear  from  some  of  the  "biggies"  such  as 
Tippy,  Caldwell,  Edkins,  Jensen  and  Snodgress.  Expect  an  answer  for  the  next  bulletin!! 

Q.  A  reader  wants  to  know  if  his  token,  L.  M.  Kuhn,  Monongah,  W.Va.  is  coal  scrip. 
A.  L.  M.  Kuhn  operated  a  combination  grocery  store  and  post  office  in  Monongah  from 
1901  to  1921.  He  was  not  associated  with  Consolidation  Coal  in  that  area.  He  served 
mainly  the  farmers  and  other  residents  of  the  area  who  were  not  miners.  His  tokens  are 
not  coal  scrip.  This  is  according  to  information  obtained  from  David  E.  Schenkman's 

"A  Survey  of  American  Trade  Tokens."

THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  meeting  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOC 
was  held  on  SATURDAY,  OCTOBER  9,  1976,  at  1:30  p.m.,  at  the  Holiday  Inn 
Corbin,  Kentucky.  President  R.  R.  Tippy  ascertained  the  presence  of  a  quorum' for 

the  transaction  of  business.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

Following  a  discussion,  a  motion  carried  that  the  admission  of  mill  tokens 
as  an  additional  field  of  interest  be  tabled  for  the  present  time. 

President  Tippy  reported  on  correspondence  with  Scriptor  Don  Edkins  con¬ 
cerning  the  pending  book  on  coal  scrip  tokens.  Following  a  discussion,  a  motion 
carried  tnat  the  President  appoint  a  committee  to  meet  with  Scriptor  Edkins  in  reqard 
to  the  book  and  that  the  committee  be  authorized  to  expend  all  funds  necessary  from 
the  organization  treasury  to  get  the  book  publication  finalized.
